Qualifications  for  approval  of  the  applications  are  about  the  same  as  for 
the  last  two  years  except  for  one  additional  limitation— the  garden  must  not  be  more 
than  15  miles  from  the  home  or  place  of  work.    Other  requirements  are:    at  least 
1,500  square  feet  in  vegetables,  the  mileage  must  be  needed  to  provide  necessary 
labor  for  cultivation,  mileage  is  limited  to  3OO  miles  during  the  six-month  period 
following  date  of  application,  and  no  alternative  means  of  transportation  must  be 
available.  (OPA-5399) 

RECENT  LEGISLATIVE  IXEVELOPMEKTS.  .  ,  .  March  12,  the  House  passed  a  bill  to  continue 

Commodity  Credit  Corporation  and  increase  its 
borrowing  power.    The  bill  will  now  be  considered  by  conference  committee.    March  13, 
the  House  passed  a  bill  (not  yet  considered  by  the  Senate)  to  continue  the  Lend  Lease 
Act  for  one  year.    March  I5,  the  Senate  passed  a  bill  appropriating  funds  for  a  T7A 
fertilizer  plant  at  Mobile,  Alabama.    The  Senate  Agriculture  and  Forestry  Committee 
repo:"ted  a  resolution  providing  for  an  investigation  of  food  production  and  distribu- 
tion.   The  Senate  passed  a  bill  (not  yet  considered  by  the  House)  to  authorize 
continuation  of  RFC  subsidies  on  certain  foods.

5-day  institutes  will  be  held 
for  extension  workers  throughout  the  country  to  prepare  them  to  conduct  a  10-hour  Job 
method  training  course  for  farm  people.    The  institutes  will  be  held  at  the  state 
agriculture  college  in  Durham,  N.  H.;  Knoxville,  Tenn.j  Manhattan,  Kan.;  College 
Station,  Tex.;  St.  Paul,  Minn.;  Bozeman,  IVfont.;  and  West  LaFayette,  Ind.    It  is 
thought  that  the  10-hour  courses  will  help  farm  people  do  their  daily  routine  work 
easier  and  more  productively  so  that  they  can  spend  more  time  in  the  field  during  the 
crop -growing  season.

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18  NATIONS  APEROVH'  FAO  CONSTITUTION.  ...  The  constitution  of  the  Food  and  AGrioiil- 

tiare  Organization  of  the  United  Nationa 
has  been  agteed  to  "by  18  nations,  with  only  20  acceptances  "being  necessary  to  "brine 
it  into  force.    The  nations  which  have  accepted,  according  to  the  United  Nations 
Interim  Coinmission  on  Food  and  Agriculture,  are:    Australia,  Belgium,  China,  Czech- 
oslovakia, Dominican  Repu'blic,  Egypt,  Guatemala,  Haiti,  Honduras,  Iceland,  India, 
Mexico,  Netherlands,  Nicaragua,  Norway,  Pliilippiries,  Poland,  and  the  United  Kinccdom. 
The  "United  States  has  not  yet  takpn  action,  hut  it  is  expected  that  the  FAO  consti- 
tution will  soon  be  submitted  to  Congress.    Provision  is  made  in  its  constitution, 
for  FAO  to  become  a  part  of  any  general  world  or^inization  that  may  be  established. 
Its  purposes  ere  to  improve  agricultural  production  and  distribution,  raise  the 
levels  of  nutrition  and  standards  of  living,  and  better  the  conditions  of  rural 
populations.    An  important  part  of  its  work  will  be  to  aid  nations  in  adapting  their 
agriculture  to  changing  world  conditions...-  .  ,.
